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ii "McGILL QUITS" 

: There has been more bad feeling generated between McGill and 
i Toronto University by the newspapers of Twonto this year than would 
. 'ïifdinarlly have been the case in a decade. No one would suggest 
^^t the papers in question represent the opinion of the Varsity stu- 
^jfcnts but, nevertheless, the articles have much of the desired effect 
^ creating a feeling of veiled hostility between tho two most, pro- 
Mnent universities of thé Dominion. i - 

Under ordinary circumstances no attention would be pâid to this 
iind of "yellow journalism" but when it is repeated on several occa- 
lions and copied throughout Canada it is high time that they be 
Checked in their activities. Invariably, when the McGill teams have 
ravelled to Toronto this season they have been confronted with some 
publications of that city in which facts were misrepresented in order 
create a false impression about the state of affairs existing here. 
When the Track-team went to Toronto to compete for the Inter- 
bllcgiate champioîBhrp-, they were surprised to learn from a weekly 
[publication that they had suffered a defeat on their own track last 
sar. Without "any attempt to veil the facts, the paper boldly stated 
It McGill was especially anxious to redeem herself after undergoing 
P^^^ trouncing on her own grounds the previoiis season. When the 
* error was brought to their attention they made no attempt to correct 
the false impression given in the article 

Of lajc. much attention has been given to the refusal of McGill 
;;»o contend in the playroff for the Dominion rugby championship. 
-This proved to be welcome material to the newspapers in question 
att.the present time when they arc forced to rely on'"filler" in order 
2Epihave their sheets present a normal appearance 

A particular offender has been the Toronto Globe. In an article 
^htitled "McGill Quits" that paper intimated that McGill was afraid 
Jto enter the Dominion championship finals. They stated that as a 
^imgttlt of McGill's decision the Argonauts, of Toronto, would not con 
^*^nue training. While we are naturally pleased at the Implied tri- 
bute to the McGill team, Inasmuch as they seem to tnferjthat our 
P^iiJeiMn Is due to win the championship, we wish to protest against the 
■ iliffensive tenor of the article in general. Another issue of the paper 
^Ijentions that many of the supporters of the Varsity team think that 
dicGill should resign from the IntencoUegUte league If they are not 
sjiiiUIng to play off for the championship of Canada. 
,, S * We are getting rather tired of the continued adverse criticism in 
iltte Toronto papers about our so called "quitting" In the Dominion 
^ries. It has been the policy of McGill for some years past to re 
itrict her rugby activities entirely to the Intercollegiate series 

When the Intercollegiate Union was first formed, and for a short 
period after that time, rugl^y needed every encouragement in order to 
make It popular with the public. McGill was willing to do her part 
for the benefit of the game and, as a result, she favored the entry o 
rdie Intercollegiate "champions Into a series that would determine the 
S^by championship of Canada. 

At the present time the sport is well established and does not 
^eed any artificial encouragement in order to bring It more promin- 
ently before the sporting public. If the teams in the various leagues 
- ' :t)pera)ing throughout the Dominion are not receiving enough atten- 
:tion,from the sport loving public it is entirely their own fault. 

McGill is only in the rugby game as an Intercollegiate sport and 
no amount of criticism by the press will induce them t(j change their 
minds on the subject. While we are anxious to get enough money 
during the season to make our college activities pay for themselves, 

ti^are not in the gâme to get as much as possible out of the public,

Bennett had be 
oome an anachronism, placing a pre- 
mium upon .the (reak machine and 
upon the possession of abnormal skill 
and daring, of which aviation, it It is 
ever to be of real use, msist be tide 
pendent It waa with astonishment 
that one beard ot the decision of tlhe 
committee to waive the one reaUy 
useful condition that bad been intro- 
duced for the 1914 race, never held 
because of the war, a condition re 
quiring that machines should first 
pass a Blow flying teet. 

The nature ot this year's race was 
exactly according to expert anticii»- 
tlon. One competitor "crashed" bo- 
forehand; and of the six thai started 
only two finished the course. It will 
be remembered that the United Stat«;o 
contingent made a protest on account 
of the bad surface ot the aerodrome. 

But such a race is not necessary in 
order to show the speedy of w<hich 
specially designed aeroplanes are ea- 
pa'ble. That Is always a useful tJhlns 
to know, but It can be discovered by 
technically ob8e^ved .'aft<) meseured 
tests, without the confnising element 
of a tq>ortlng contest. There Is no 
reason why a prize should not he 
offered for the utmost capacity of tho 
year, discovered by such a process 
and wltb the necessary proviso that 
competing machines, can land at a 
reasonable speed and are up to a re-

ON JOURNAUSM 

Organization of the News- 
Story Topic of Lecture. 



In the fifth lecture on Journalhui 
delivered by Mr. K. J. Archibald, of 
the Montreal Star, tho lecturer de- 
voted his time to the subject of *:k- 
organization of the nrwK-.story wii'i 
particular reference to what l.i 
known to newspaper men as tho 
"l<-ad.;' 

Several types of the purely con- 
ventional load were cited which can 
safely be used to introduce any story 
of medium interest. For the news 
item, however, which has to bo serve.l 
up in an attractive manner In order 
to attract the attention of tho read- 
ing public, It Is frequently necessary 
to adopt tactics of a slightly more 
subtle nature. Of these less hack- 
neyed introductions the speaker In- 
stanced the conditional Beuteno<) 
and tho eplgramatlc or rhetorical 
phrase. On occasions It may even be 
possible to make use of a fragment of 
verse to excite the curiosity of the 
layman, if this practice is adopted 
by some of the would-be journalists 
present at the lecture, reader) 
of these columns should not be sur- 
prised to see snatches from the poets 
adorning the heads of the news Items. 

Tho lecture was brought to a clo.^e 
with a discussion of several import- 
ant mechanical details connected 



with the "writing-up" of n^ws items^ 
It is noticeable that a large propor- 
tion of those attending this series of 
lectures are not members of thiS 
undergraduate body.

"Aicalnst the opposition that they found confronting them U. of T. play- 
ed effective football, but barring the third period when they scored no 
lesR than seventeen polntt and played rings around the bewildered wearers 
of tho Trl-CoIor, they did not perform' as well as was generally expected. 
IVrbapB they could repeat their mistaicen asalniit McGill and win. but 
inHny doubt It. Ix)08e handling of Ihe ball and fumblos wil not benefit 
any when op|)ORPd to the well-trained McGllI machine. But f 'oach raasolls 
Bnd his team are not worrying. They know what Is expected of them 
and they have every reason to believe that they will win tbe Intercollegiate 
title next Saturday. With Queens so weak they could afford to be some- 
what careless— or lenient— but they will take no such libertfes with the 
.Shaimien. 

Relative to the play-off opinion among the beaten players Is divided 
Soma avei; tliat the aKgresslvencss and condition of the locale will offset 
anything in the way of new football that McGll attempts and that the su 
periority of the U. of T. wing line will more than make up for ihe kicking 
of the Carroll-Flanagan combination.
